Mest Military Men Except Germans 
Conclude That France has Best 
Artillery in the World 

The Freneh during the time of thea 
Russo-Japanese campaign Freacamen 
backed the wrong horse, and the hu- 
miliation of their allies was a sore 
disappointment to them, In the Balk- 
an war, however, French sympathies 
have from the start been with the al-, 
Hed states, and their victories have 
been hajled with jubilant satisfaction, |

Frenchmen at the successful efforts 
of the little powers to overthrow the 
Turk, there is a national pride bora 
of the conviction that the Bulgarians 
ail the Servians and the Greeks have 
vanquished the troops of the sultan 
becnuse they learned the art of war | 
in French military colleges and fought 
with French cannon,

that at Kirk Kilisse and Lule Burgas | 
the French guns were matched against |

MUTINY AND MURDER 
IN A FRENCH PRISON 


Chief Warder, His Wife, an Assist | 


ant and a Mutineer 
Killed 


In Paris, some horrible 


and naval prison of Rochefort. 

The mutineers killed the chief ward- 
er, his wife, and the chief assistant 
warder. A number of other people 
were, badly hurt. The mutineers 
shut themselves into one of the cells, 
and when they were overpowered one 
man was killed and the ringleader of 
the mutiny uanged himself. 

The mutiny began at 4.30 in the 
afternoon, wnen the prisoners’ even- 
ing meal was being taken around. It 
began with a violent complaint against 
the food by a navy cook, a man 
named Drahonnet. 


The chief warder ordered the man 


to be quiet, and threatened him with 
punishment, Drahonnet who had a 
razor hidden in his right hand, rushed | 
a: the chief wardér, Archinard, and 
as Archinard tried to get at his re- 
volver other prisoners dashed at him 
and Drahonnet cut his throat. 
Archinard’s wife heard his shrieks 
as he fell. She rushed Into the mots 
of mutineers and flew at the’ring:

to seize Drahonnet, but the man, who | 
was a giant in stature anc in strength, 
caught Mme, Archinard by the hai

Drahonnet had found a long-handled 
with which he did terrible 
damage, and a few minutes after the 
death of nis chief, Bonnet was killed 
by a crushing stroke of the ringlead- 
er’'s axe which cleft his skull in 
two, 

The fight had taken place on the 
cround floor of the _ prison, The 
noise was heard outside, and a lieu- 
tenant of Colonial Infantry, Lieuten- 
ant Pernin, who happened to be pass- 
ing, rushed in to give assistance to the 
warders. He received two 
wounds in the throat and ‘another in 
the left side, and is not expected to 
recover, 

Close cn the heels of Lieutenant 
Pernin came the commissioner of po- 
lice, but the mutineers tore his clothes 
to pieces, rushed him out of the pris- 
on and locked the doors. The ward- 
ers followed, for by this time the pris- 
oners on the upper floors had been 
released, and outnumbering their jail- 
ors, they evnelled them and barricad- 
ed themselves in the priso

THE CLEVER ANT. 


¢ jow Tiny Insect Tells His Friends 
From Enemies. 


Students of the behavior of evte ara 
well aware of the fact that they will 
not tolerate strange ants in their 
nests. If a foreigner, even though of 
the same species and indistinguish. 
able to human eyes from the lawfu! 
inhabitants of the nest, strays ia from 
another nest, she is apt to emerge 
hastily, pursued and attacked by the 
}ants which belong there. How do they 
know that she is a foreigner? It doe: 
not seem likely that among the thou 
sands of ants belonging t» the nest 
another ant of exactly the same spe 
cies should be recornized as a strang 
er by her appearance. The I[nelist 
naturalist, Lord Avebury. in his boot 
on “Ants, Bees and Wasps,” publish 
ed nearly thirty years ago, record: 
some experimeits to test the possi 
dility that ants may recognize their 
nestmates through some movement of 
the feelers or antennae, with whieh 
they sometimes seem to greet cach 
other when they meet. 

Ra stupified with aleoho!l ants from 
different nests, and placed them near 
one of the nests. The ants from that 
nest came out and carried their help- 
less nestmates home, but-threw the 
bodies of their enemies away. Evi- 
dently friend and foe were distinunish- 
ed by something other than their be- 
havior. 

A German physiologist, Bethe, has 
wolved the problem in the fellowing 
way. He suspected that ants from a 
foreign nest might have an odor that 
excited the warlike instincts of ants 
in the home nest. Accordingly, he 
took a number of ants from one nest 
killed them, and crushed their bodies 
so that the body fluids were pressed 
out. Taking some live ants from 4 
second neat. he tirst dipped them ir 
water and alevhol, and en into the 
body fluids the other ants. He 
then returned them to their own nest. 
Their nestmates fell upon them as if 


of 


they had been total strangers, and 
they were driven out, and in some 
instances killed. 

On the other hand, Bethe found 
that the fereign nest, the oder of 
which they pow restimahly bor 
would receive penceab the ants 
which had undergone the trat in 
iny treatment 

Other observers have — o¢ 
these results of Be 
cies of ants. The truth 
to te that any ant adler differing t 


their own puts the ants inte a war 
like attitude. 

It is true that this explanation re- 
quires one to suppose that a different 
odor belongs to every ant nest, and 

iz seems hard to believe, yet noth. 
Xing else appears to account for the 
facts. 

There are many 


other remarkable 
things about the sense of smeil in 
insects, and it must be remembered 
that the sense of smell in human be- 
ings is far inferior to that of some 
animals, for example, the dog. Man 
cannot judge the capacities of other 
animals in the matter of smell by his 
‘own poor performances.
